The Missouri Highway Patrol now ha^ on record a total 
of 986 people killed in traffic accident." last year with 1 1 per 
cent of the toll accounted for by the deaths of young people 
between the ages of 1.“ and 20 year». 
The tragic death toll of teenagers in traffic accidents last 
year included 48 drivers, 8.', passengers. 5 pedestrians and 2 
boys killed while riding double on a bicycle. 
Three of the young drivers killed last year were not legally 
of age to operate a motor vehicle in Missouri One, a bo.v I ! 
years old, was killed when the. motor scooter he was operat­ 
ing crashed into another vehicle. One young driver, only 15 
years of age, driving a new station wagon, lost control of 
the vehicle at a speed estimated at 100 mile- an hour and 
was killed instantly in the wreckage. Another youth, also 
15 years old, driving a stolen car was killed after losing 
control on a curve while traveling at 85 miles an hour. 
There were 14 youthful drivers killed who were 16 years 
of age; nine wore 17; 1” w e r e 18 and nine wore 19 years old. 
Only six of the teenage drivers killed in traffic

QUESTION OF VALUES 


Few people think much about it if a popular entertainer re­ 
ceives $50,000 for a single performance, or if a singer signs a 
three-year contract for $25 million. Vet many people 
are 
highly incensed if an industrialist- w h o may be responsible 
for the success or failure of an enterprise which employs 
thousands of people across the nation—is paid one-tenth as 
much. 
\ This commentary on the vagaries of public opinion was 
made by Mr, Rudolph F. Bannow, new president of the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers, in a speech to the 64th 
annual Congress of American Industry early in December. 
Mr. Bannow was discussing the need for a good business 
climate if the United States is to maintain its leadership in 
the world. He said business climate is created by the atti­ 
tudes and actions of government and labor unions, and above 
all by the public opinion which prompts these attitudes and 
actions. Somewhere along the line of American history, Mr. 
Bannow implied, a great many people have lo st Mght of the 
fact that business exists and works for their benefit. 
The disparity 
in popular attitudes toward entertainers 
and business leaders is only a symptom of the real problem. 
Lack of public concern about the welfare of the nation’s busi­ 
ness and industry leads to government and union actions 
which restrict industry’s productiveness. A hamstrung Am 
erican production system cannot fight effectively in the pro­ 
duction war which the Soviet Union has declared against us. 
Nor can it make its full contribution in supporting the high 
national living standard which enables ti« to be so generous 
to our entertainer.".

A death toll of 110 teenage traffic victims was recorded 
in Missouri during 1959. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol now has on record a total 
of 980 people killed in traffic accidents last year with 1 1 per 
cent of the toll accounted for by the deaths of young people 
between the ages of 13 and 20 years. 
The tragic death toll of teenagers in traffic accidents last 
year included 48 drivers, 85 passengers, 5 pedestrians and 2 
boys killed while riding double on a bicycle. 
Three of the young drivers killed la-d v* ar were not legally 
of age to operate a motor vehicle in Missouri. One, a boy 1 I 
years old, was killed w|jen the motor scooter lie was o p e r a t ­ 
ing crashed into another vehicle. One young driver, only 15 nt th« turn of th. centurv 
Th 
years of age. driving a new station wagon, lost control of 
the vehicle at a speed estimated at 190 miles an hour and 
was killed instantly in the wreckage. Another youth, also 
15 years old, driving a stolen car was killed after losing 
control on a curve while traveling at 85 miles an hour. 
There were 14 youthful drivers killed who were 1C> years 
of age; nine were 17; 13 wore 18 and nine were 19 years old. 
Only six of the teenage drivers killed in traffic 
accidents 
during 1959 were girls. Fight of the young drivers

killed in accidents occurring on the streets of large cities. 
Safety Division records of the State Highway Patrol show 
that 27 of the young drivers killed in r u ra l a r e a s of the state 
were in accidents involving no other vehicle.

A death toll of 140 teenage traffic victims was recorded 
in Missouri during 1959. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol now has on record a total 
of 986 people killed in traffic accidents last year with l l per 
cent of the toll accounted for by the deaths of young people 
between the ages of 13 and 20 years. 
The tragic death toll of teenagers in traffic accidents last 
year included 48 drivers, 85 passengers, 5 pedestrians and 2 
boys killed while riding double on a bicycle. 
Three of the young drivers killed last year were not legally 
of age to operate a motor vehicle in Missouri. One, a boy 14 
years old, was killed when the. motor scooter he was operat­ 
ing crashed into another vehicle. One young driver, only 15 
years of age, driving a new station wagon, lost control of 
the vehicle at a speed estimated at IOO miles an hour and 
was killed instantly in the wreckage. Another youth, also 
15 years old, driving a stolen car was killed after losing 
control on a curve while traveling at 85 miles an hour. 
There were 14 youthful drivers killed who were 16 years 
of age; nine were 17; 13 were 18 and nine were 19 years old. 
Only six of the teenage drivers killed in traffic 
accidents 
during 1959 were girls. Fight of the young drivers 
were 
killed in accidents occurring on the streets of large cities. 
Safety Division records of the State Highway Patrol show 
that 27 of the young drivers killed in rural areas of the state 
were in accidents involving no other vehicle. Due to excessive 
speed, inattention or lack of ability they lost control and ran 
off roadways. 
The Highway Patrol Superintendent, Co. Hugh ll. W ag­ 
goner said, “Our records also show* t hat 36 of the IO young 
drivers killed last year in rural areas of th** state had not 
taken high school driver training. Traffic studies prove that 
drivers who have completed Driver Education courses make 
ewer violations and have fewer accidents.”

Mr. Bannow was discussing the need for a good business 
climate if the United States is to maintain its leadership in 
the world. He said business climate is created by the a tti­ 
tudes and actions of government and labor unions, and above 
ail by the public opinion which prompts these attitudes and 
actions. Somewhere along the line of American history. Mr. 
Bannow implied, a great many jieople have lost sight of the 
fact that business exists and works for their benefit.

flationary deficit spending. 
This w as generally interpreted as 
a clear indication that Mr. E isen­ 
hower w as prepared—as he did last 
year—to veto any legislation pass­ 
ed by Congress which he regards 
as fiscally dangerous. 
As for tax reform , while P resi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower is discouraging 
action this year, administration of­ 
ficials in the past have said that 
they would consider tax reduction 
as soon as a surplus of $3 billion 
to $4 billion w as in sight. 
This view point bolstered the con­ 
viction of tax 
reform 
advocates 
that the tim e has com e for action 
—now* that a surplus of $4 2 billion 
i« officially predicted for the year 
beginning next July I. on top of 
a $2G0 million surplus for the pres 
ent fiscal year. 
Industry—along with 
many or­ 
ganizations and indiv iduals-strong 
tv supports enactm ent of the Her­ 
long Baker bill which, among oth­ 
er things, provides for lowering 
personal and corporation moonie 
taxes to a m axim um of 47 percent 
by a series of five annual reduc­ 
tions. 
This legislation is based on the 
widely-shared conviction that tax 
reform would rem ove form idable 
roadblocks to greater econom ic e x ­ 
pansion that is necessary to pro­ 
vide essential jobs and products 
for the future. 
This econom ic expansion, it is 
contended, would provide more ad­ 
ditional tax revenue than would be 
lost by the suggest cd reductions— 
thus im proving the governm ent’s 
fiscal position while giving the tax­ 
payer*: needed relief. 
Supporter*- 
of 
this 
legislation 
warn against political tax schem es 
such as a p r e s s e d Increase in ex­ 
em ptions or a 
flat $20 tax 
cut 
across the board. 
Fortunately, the intensive study 
of tax problem s that has been gen­ 
erated by the m ovem ent toward 
tax rate reform —initially by the 
Sadlak - Herlong bill in the 85th
